Bloomfleld-by-the  Sea. 

Dear  Citizen  : 

The  above  named  place,  known  on  the 
map  as  Point  Pleasant,  was  discovered, 
we  understaml,  several  years  ago  by  the 
Rev.  I>r.  Knox  of  Bloomfield.  He  fore¬ 
seeing  its  destiny  as  a  summer  resort,  or 
for  some  other  reason  unknown  to  the 
writer,  invivsted  in  a  large  strip  of  land 
running  from  above  tlie  present  railroad 
station  to  the  ocean,  nearly  half  a  mile 
away.  This  strip  of  laud  is  now  said  to 
lie  worth  about  eight  times  its  original 
cost.  In  tin-  comfortable  old  homestead 
on  this  property  Dr.  Knox  and  his  fani 
ily  have  for  several  years  sj»ent  their 
summers,  arid  it  is  mainly  through  him 
that  Point  Pleasant  has  become  a  popu 
lar  resort  for  Bloomfield  j>eople.  For 
the  information  of  our  friends  who  are 
not  acquainted  with  tlie  place,  we  will 
say  that  it  is  located  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Munnsquan  river,  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  miles  below  Long  Braneh.  It  is  on 
the  Long  Branch  Railroad,  and  during 
the  summer  season  there  are  about  thirty 
trains  each  way  daily.  The  town  is  ili 
videil  into  two  settlements,  one  west  of 
the  railroad,  on  the  river,  and  the  other 
on  the  ocean.  This  latter  is  called  Land’s 
End,  and  though  it  has  the  advantages 
of  good  roads  and  sidewalks,  street  lamps 
and  an  excellent  water  supply,  it  is  not 
nearly  so  popular  with  Bloomfield  people 
as  the  river  neighborhood. 

At  various  places  along  the  river  front 
may  be  found  the  following  Bloomfielil- 
ers:  Messrs.  Nathan  Russell  and  E.  AV. 
Sutton  anil  families,  who  together  occupy 
their  own  double  cottage;  Air.  T.  M. 
Nevius  and  family ;  Air.  J.  H.  Harilcastle, 
All's,  and  Aliss  Harilcastle ;  Aliss  Martha 
Gallagher  and  Aliss  Kate  Gallagher ;  Airs. 
"Norris  and  Miss  May  Norris;  Aliss  Ella 
Clark  and  Air.  Frank  G.  Tower  and  fam¬ 
ily.  Alaaters  Malcolm  and  Harry  Nash 
anil  Nelson  Cliitterliug  are  camping  out 
on  the  river  bank,  and  make  daily  excur¬ 
sions  in  a  very  handsome  canoe  built  by 
Malcolm  Nash.  In  a  cottage  on  the  river, 
owned  by  Air.  J.  P.  Jones,  are  Air.  and 
All's.  George  Russ,  formerly  of  Bloom¬ 
field.  At  the  Beach  Cottage  on  the  ocean 
are  Air.  and  All's.  John  Newton  and  fam¬ 
ily  and  Aliss  Bail'd. 

Among  those  who  have  been  here  but. 
have  returned  to  their  homes  are  Air. 
Smith  Chitterling  and  family;  Air.  AV.  T. 
Howe  and  family;  Air.  Louis  Bliss  and 
family  and  Airs.  Smith ;  at  Brielle,  across 
the  river  from  this  place,  we  saw  a  few 
days  ago,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Farrington,  Air. 
Geo.  D.  Puffer  and  Air.  Dunlop.  From 
this  array  of  familiar  names  you  w  ill  ad¬ 
mit  that  we  are  not  ftu-  out  of  the  way  in 
designating  the  place  “  Blix  unfielil-by-the- 
Sea.” 

Amusements  are  plentiful  and  we  find 
that  time  passes  only  too  rapidly.  The 
bathing  is  excellent,  lx>th  in  the  ocean 
and  the  river;  fishing  is  good  at  tlie 
“inlet"  and  crabs  may  be  caught  in  any 
quantity  all  along  the  river.  For  boating 
and  sailing  the  Alanasquan,  above  the 
railroad  bridge,  ean  hardly  be  excelled. 
There  is  plenty  of  room,  and  the  water, 
lx-ing  shallow,  is  jierfectly  safe;  in  fact  a 
Bloomfield  lady  recently  while  batliing 
waded  across  the  river  without  difficulty. 
Fishing  excursions  to  Bamegat  Bay, 
only  a  few’  miles  away,  are  indulged  in 
with  much  pleasure,  but  with  very  little 
profit.  At  Bay  Head,  a  mile  or  so  south 
of  us,  is  loeati-il  one  of  tlie  finest  life  sav¬ 
ing  stations  on  the  Atlantic  coast,  anil  a 
trump  down  the  shore  (at  low  tide)  to  in¬ 
spect  it  will  lie  amply  repaid.  There 
are  some  very  pleasant  drives,  through 
“the  pines”  to  Lakewood,  nine  miles 
west  of  here,  and  over  the  river  to  Mau- 
asquan  and  Sea  Girt,  whi  le  is  located 
the  Summer  Camp  of  the  N.  J.  State 
Alilitia.  A  few  days  ago  the  writer  liad 
tlie  pleasure  of  a  call  from  Air.  and  Mrs. 
H.  AI.  Barrett,  who  drove  down  from 
Ocean  Beach.  The  trip  occupied  about 
three  hours. 

Now,  my  dear  Citizen,  I  must  close,  or 
I  fear  you  will  pronounce  me  monotonous. 

I  cannot,  however,  refrain  from  mention¬ 
ing  an  exceedingly  pleasant  little  informal 
meeting  which  was  held  on  the  piazza  of 
Alessrs.  Russell  and  Sutton’s  house  last 
Sunday  evening.  There  were  present,  all 
told,  twenty -four  Bloomfield  ixxjple,  and 
among  them  were  five  out  of  seven  of  the 
trustees  of  AVestminster  Church,  and  two 
deacons.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  say 
that  tlie  evening  was  spent  in  singing 
hymns  and  in  quiet  and  profitable/Con- 
versation ;  it  wall  long  be  rememlyri-eil  by 
those  who  were  preseht.  / 

I  had  almost  forgotten  tq/fnention  that 
the  handsomest  and  mo^if  convenient  cot¬ 
tage  on  the  river  was  ^planned  by  our  fel¬ 
low  townsman,  A^i  Fred.  AVhite.  It  is 
owned  by  Air.  T}/C.  Curtis,  of  the  Curtis 
House  and  is  occupied  by  the  family  of 
Dr.  Lee,  brother  in  law  of  Air.  Charles 
TrumbuD  AVhite.  *  *
